Tho look-out noticed thut 
the sou ahead of tho vessel appeared to lie 
perfectly smooth and ho had no occasion to 
give warniog of any kind. When tho ves- 
sel struck she did so with such force ua to 
p inch an enormous hole into her hull for- 
ward. The water rushed in at a tremendous 
rate, and before the captain and crew really 
realized the extent of the damage the ship 
was fast settling. The pumps ceuld not lo 
made to work fastenougntolowerthe volume 
of water in the hold, and although anattempt 
to keep tho vessel afioat was kept up cod- 
Rtantly, it was finally decided to bo a uso- 
IcHH job, and the boat.s were lowereil.

Sir, — My attention lias been drawn to a 
paragraph in your isauu of tho !29tli ult.

Tho article then goes on to say : " Tho 
Maritimo Provinces, it ia true, do not sull'or 
from tho froat for so long a pariod ua Mani- 
toba, but neither are they capable of re- 
turning 10 the agriculturist' the -same yield 
ou tho expenditure of his capital and 
labor." 

The interests of tho provinces of Quebec, 
Ontario, and tho Northwest Territories 
may bo safely left to tho High Commis- 
sioner, Sir Charlea Tupper, and tho mari- 
time province of New Hrunawick to the 
Hon. J. I. Fellows. If the Hon. Vf. S. 
Fielding is still in England be can speak 
for Nova Scotia. So much for the maritime 
provinces. 

I should not havo trospaasod on your 
valuable apace had you not spoken of the 
West, and therefore included British Col- 
umbia, which provinoe I have the honor to 
represent. 

iMy own impression is, when the writer 
penned the article in question, his mind's 
eye did not extend beyond the eastern 
slopo of th« Rocky Mountains, and, there- 
fore, did not take British Columbia into 
account. For the benefit of your readers, 
allow me to say that tho climate of liriuEli 
Columbia is best expressed by calling it a 
siiiierior Knglisb climate; and 1 need hardly 
add that iu such a climato ull outside iu- 
duatriea lu-e practiciiblo all the ye-ir round.

STRONGLY CONDEMNED. 



Sir M. B. Eegbie's Opinion of tho 
Treatmeut of Smallpox by the 
Victoria Authorities. 



The Executive Would Have Been Un- 
worthy Not to Have Aeted 
as It Did. 



Daring tlio course of yesterday's session 
.of the Royal Commission on epidemic 
diseases, a very interesting discussion took 
place between tho Deputy Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Mr. A. G. Smith, and Sir Matthew 
Eaillie Begbie. Tho latter took occutioii to 
express, in no uncertain language, his 
opiniou of tho way the city •authorities of 
Tictoria had dealt with the Rmallpox out- 
break. 

Dr. E. Ilasell, who was tho resident 
r.iedicul superintendent at tho Roas Buy 
Suspect Station, was in the box. Before ho 
was appointed to that position he had, 
however, made a report to the Prorinoial 
Govamment, at the request of the Attor- 
ney-General, as to the conditioa of the Al- 
bert Head Quarantine '/Statioo, and the 
treatment of patients who, unfortunately, 
I were taken down with smallpox and sent 
\ there. This report has never been made 
^ public, but Dr. Hasell had a copy of it 
with him, and Mr. Smith wished to have 
it put in evidence. The Commissioners 
looked over the document, and dkoided not 
to admit it. They held that the nature of 
their work did nob require that they should 
lay blun.u on any one in connection witli 
wlittt hdd been done, and that, in conse- 
queuce, no matter how iuhun.une had been 
ihu treatment of the patients at Albert 
Hiad, it waa nob within their province to 
institute iin enquiry. 

Mr. Smilli drew attention to a clause of 
the Comniission under the (ireut Seal of tho 
Province, whioli required tho Commiaaionera 
to enquire into tho treatment of amallpox 
by tho various local boards of health and 
WHS proceeding to arguo that tho report 
should go in wlien thcChief Jusbico stojjped 
him. 

"We have already aufficicnb evidenco bo 
fore U3," said Sir Matlhew, "to show moat 
conclusively that the tJovernnient were per- 
fectly jualiliud in stepping in and issuing 
the proclnuiatiou I hey did, removing the 
power from tho Imnda of the nmnicipul 
council. Why, what else could they luivo 
done in face of such evidence r« wiia niiuii- 
festly in their poascsaion? Wlion the Gov- 
ernment had knowledge of tlie condition of 
affairs it hud to act, and all 1 can say is that 
tho Kxecutivo would have been unworthy 
tho namo if it had not stepped in and 
wrenched the powi r to deal with liealth 
mattora from hands clearly proven to be 
wholly and utterly incompetent. There is 
no doubt tbis completely justifies the is- 
suance of the proolamatioD." 

After some further discussion Sir Matthew 
continued, that while the commissioners did 
not propose to attach any blame to any one, 
they had cqm'e to the conclusion, and they 
would take no pains to oonoeal the fact, that 
the Qovernment had acted most properly. 
Their impression, said he, waa that the 
hands in which the health of the city had 
been placed had shown themselves to bo 
utterly weak, utterly incompetent and ut- 
terly powerless. True enough, the .Mayor 
and Council could not help this. Giving 
t icm credit for acting witk the utmost zeal 
and couBcieutiousnesB, the conclusion must 
still be come to that they had not acted as 
Ihey should, for, as had been previously 
p )inted out, the zeal which waa not properly 
directed waa often productive of anything 
bat good. 

Dr. A. T. ^Valt waa tho first witness 
called when the Commission met yesterday 
morning at 1U.30 o'clock. His evidence was 
unimportant, except to bring out tho fact 
that ininiediiin^ly Dr. Davie had resigned as 
Provincial Health Odicer, the vigilance 
which had been exercised in the inspection 
of all train and steanibodt pasaeugcra had 
been relaxed. 

Dr. E. Haeell gave some interesting evi- 
dence as to bis couneccion with smallpox 
cases. The first case, he said, which had 
come to his notice was that of a boy named 
Hilton, who was living with his father on 
Cadboro Bay road, near the agricultural 
buildings. This case witness had pronounced 
smallpox, and his diagnosis had been con- 
firmed by Dr. Davie, but later on Dr. .Milne 
had been called in, and, according to tiie 
father's story, pronounced the case to be 
simply one of chicken pox. This case being 
outside the city limits, it was impossible to 
havu the place thoroughly quariintined, but, 
as far as possible, the quarantine had been 
enforced. Some time after this witneBS was 
appointed t(j laUo cliiirge of tho Ross Hjy 
fciibpecl station, where ho had gone uriiler 
iiiBtructions fiom the I'nivinoial Govern- 
ment. Whrn he arrived there he found the 
place in a state of chiio<, which had been 
t-lKedily niiicdieil, imd from that time until 
Au^rnst 'i."), when the station was closed up, 
everytliing iiad gone along eanily and 
die iniiialca wore well looliuil after. 
Some important information aa to 
tlie feucccMa of vaccination wns also brought 
out, and in conclusion. Dr. Hasell gave his 
views as to the necessity of a permanent 
hoapilal for the treatnnuit of all contiigioua 
and infectious diseusis. Asked for his 
views ttS'tO the appointincnt of u I'rovincial 
Board of Health, Dr. liasell said that, 
speaking as a medical man, ho would s!^y 
the board should bo appointed by tho ineili- 
cnl men of the prorince, but as a citizen, he 
would ad' ocato tho appointment liy the 
Government. The board, ho thought, 
should consist of seven members, of wlium 
four should be medical men and three lay- 
niL'ii. The Provincial health otiScer should 
pnaaess arbitrary powers and should be 
chairman of the board. 

Tho Commission rose for half an 
hour for luncheon, and afterwards 
Dr. Davie wua CHlled ; hut liia ex- 
amination was _ only well licgun 
■when tlic Commission rose at aliout 
half iiast ") o'cloolc. (Jn« of the first mat- 
ters Dr. D ivie was iih1<c(1 alioiit was as to 
tilt) cause of the iiitrodi:cti(jii (jf smallpoi 
into 15ritish Columbia, lie slated that he 
helieved it Imd been brounlit in by sloani- 
ships from China and J.ipan.and this in ac- 
count of iniide(jualc (luaiantino laws, wliicli 
wore entirely unauiled to the caao. After 
troing into thia matter pretty t lioroughly, 
Dr. Davie reviewed tliu circuiiiBtanccs of 
his appointment as I'rovincial Health Ollicer 
and the subsequent steps that wore taken. 
Most of these will bf fresh in llio mimla of 
Colonist leaders. Tho lirat one of iinport- 
anoo was tho meeting of medical men at tiie 
office of tho Atlornoy-General on Saturday 
morning, July 9. The same nftornooa the 
famous oonferopce had been held, when the 
Mayor was argued and urged and 
almoit foro«d into making an agreement for 
the establishment of a quuruuiino hospital 
on the Jubilee hospital grounds. In oourse 
of a short time oil the patients wore 
removed out there, and then came the ques- 
tion of thu removal of the suspects to a 
proper building, which was to be provided 
by tlio city in accordsnoe with tho ' provi- 



sions of the Health Rulra and Regulations, 
which were then law. Dr. Davio recalled 
tho written rcqutiit he had made of Mayor 
Beaven for a auitablo building, and also the 
fact that the Mayor had not seen fit to 
make a reply. Liter on, when the Ross 
Bay station had been secured, Dr. llilno 
throw obstuolea in tho way of the removal 
of tho auspects, and then witness (Dr. 
Davie) represented this fact to tho Gov- 
ernment, requesting that Dr. ^Milne bo 
superseded. The Government did not 
act at.ouce, being unwilling to take such a. 
step, b'vt when k .was found that there 
could be nothing done In face of the oppo- 
sition the dismissal was made and Dr. Milne 
was Buperieded, so far as sniallpox matters 
were concerned. The Boas Bay station 
was then established and tho suspects were 
all removed to it. The reasons given by 
Dr. Milnowhy the suspects should not all 
be removed were contained in several letters 
to witness. Dr. Davie showed the fallacies 
of the argumuut usad by Dr. Milne, tho 
Commissioners expressing themselves as 
being quite satisfied with the correctness of 
the action taken by the former. 

This was as far as Dr. Davie's exatnina- 
tion had gone when the commission rose 
To-day's session begins at 11 o'clock, and 
will probably be equally interesting.

The United States will Produce Ex 
pert Testimony on the Dis- 
tance fruni Land. 



The Coquitlam seizure commission re- 
sumed its sitting yesterday, tho entire fore- 
noon being devoted to tho testimony of 
Capt, Grunt. 

This witness detailed tho various incidents 
of tho trip, the location of»the vessel at the 
time the transfer of ikihs was made, and 
the probnlilo cfTecl of tho currents on th« 
steamer and schooners after tlic process of 
transferring began. The goods wore not 
consigiiod to him, but ns he know their loca- 
tion he assisted in directing the work of 
transferring supplies and tho placing of the 
skina received in the hold. Tho testiiof uy 
as to the location from shore off Touki Bay 
and tlie entrance into Fort Etches was very 
ainiilar to that brought out by other wit- 
nesses. 

In the afternoon, A. Freeman, first mate 
of the Co(juitlam, was eiamincd. The 
stoauier liad proceeded at once to Tonki 
Day, he said, and Ihey had towed out first 
two and then four tchooners. 1'ho towing 
out had lusted about '.io to 40 
ndnutes. They were far out on the 
long swell of tho ocean when tho transfers 
were made, hut witness could not say how 
far thi'y were from land. He attended to 
the discliargo of supplies, as it was neces- 
sary to hiivo theiti out of the way before the 
skins were taken ou board. The trans- 
fer of (kins took place about six 
o'clock. He had not looked at the time, 
but tho steward had asked him if he should 
get supper before tho work began. 

Directly after the transfer was mads the 
steamer went back to the outer arm of 
Tonki Bay, Nothing was pat off or taken 
ou in the bay itself. Witness and Mr. 
Brown were in the boat which went off from 
tho Cofiuitlam at Port Eohes for the purpose 
of securing consent to land in case any men- 
of-war should be inside. Tlio boat put ofT 
about 1 a.m., and getting lost in tho fog did 
not rotura to the steamer until about 10 
a.m. Tlio Coquitlam steamed into the in- 
ner bay, dropped anchor and immediately 
lowered a boat to go for water. The wit- 
ness bad then turned in and knew notliing 
more until the seizure neit morning. So 
far as he knew, there was nothing but water 
taken on hoard the steamer in Port iMcliia. 

Mr. Win. Parker, engineer of the (.'o(|uit- 
1am, waa then eraiiiiiied. He was not on 
watch at llic time the towing out wuh dour, 
but from iiia knowledge of machinerT ho 
eilimuted tlic speed of tho enginus at 
about I.'IO revoliitioiiB per ininui'j. This 
would tjivo the vessel a speed of 
seven and a half to eiglit knot."! per hour. 
This he only judged by tho noise of the 
micliiiicry. In coming hack the captain 
had otdercd the ciigiiit-ur to [lush llic sjieed; 
this brought tlie revolutions up to HO per 
minute, which would inerea.ie the speed 
about half a knot per liour, 

Mr. Thoa. Earle was tlion heard. As in- 
tervener he represented the interests of all 
parties regarding the skins and BU|)plii.'3. 
Witness tc.-itilied us to the ownership of tho 
difTureiil vejsela concerned in the case, and 
the remainder of the afternoon wasocuupied 
in re-examining Cupt. Grant on some of the 
points of his evidence. 

The coinmiasion tlicn a<ljourned until 
!)::iO this morning, It is expected that tho 
taking of evidenco for tho United States 
will begin tO'day. Some export testimony 
will be called to show the probable location 
of tho Coqaitlam at the time of the transfer 
of skins. 

Counsel for the United States will on- 
di'avor to show thut the steamer was within 
the limit when the skins were taken in.

VACAl^CIES. 

Thtro arc, wo see, quite a number of 
Doininion ollioea vacant, or soon' to bo 
Vacant. Sir Leonard Tilley'a term as 
Governor of New B^nswick expired on tho 
31st October, 1S91,''' Tho Hon. Mr. Nelson's 
term had expired in February luBt. Ilia 
successor lias, however, been appointed. 
Tho tinio of Jiir, Augora, ( lovcrnor of Que- 
bec, was up on tho 24th lust. There are 
many rumors aa to who shall be his succes- 
sor, but none of them has yet been con- 
firmed. The most probable is that tho 
Hon. Mr. Chapleau will tal;o tho governor- 
ship of Quebec, and tho lion. Mr. Angers 
will be appointed to tho Semite. Manitoba 
will want a new Governor after the 1st of 
next July, and so will the Northwest 
Territories. There ia a rumor abroad that 
Mr. A, W. Ross will be appointed Governor 
of Manitoba, but no one that we know of 
has been named, even by common report, to 
take tho place of Mr. Royal. I'saidca these 
governorships there are quite a num- 
ber of seats in the Senate to be 
filUd, which the Montreal Gazette, 
« good authority on such subjects, says will 
probably be filled before Parliament assem- 
bles. The next few months, therefore, will 
bo au anxious time for politicians who are 
looking for office, and who think that the 
Goveinrent cannot in decency overlook 
their claims. Would it not be well in 
making appointments to the Senate if the 
-GoTcr.iment tried the experiment of placing 
-in that body men who had been useful to 
the country in other spheres than that of 
politics ? In Great ]5ritain men who have 
had very little to do with politics are some- 
times placed ia the Upper Chamber. Such 
-.men are often well fitted to do the country 
•,good service. 

FREE! SPElEOJl. 

Those who think that public servants in 
Canada should be allowed to preach annex- 
ation without let or liindranca would do well 

consider the way in which Lieut. John 
Clyde Sullivan, U.S.N., has been treated 
by the (ioveruuient of the United States, 
not for trying to prevail upou his country- 
mw to forswear their allegiance, but for 
simply saying what he believed to bo tho 
truth on a public qiieation. Lieut. .Sullivan 
had been in Kehiiiig Sea and he had studied 
tho (juestion at i.'-sue rcfjaiiling it between 
(ircr.t BriLain and tho United States, 
came to tho conclusion that the American 
claim was untenable and that in tho argu- 
ment the American Government had not a 
leg to stand on, and he [javo utterance to 
;ii.i convictions puljlicly. He, no doubt, con- 
sidered ihat aH a free luul iiulepcndent eiti- 
Jian of the United States ho had a ri<^lit to 
bay what ho thought about tho Bohring 
Sea question. But the authoi itioa decided 
difTercntly. His words were reported to 
the Oovernnient,and befora hu knew that ho 
•had dono anything wrong he fuur.d that bo 
was dismissed the norvice. This is how 
public servants are treated in tho United 
States when they undertake to pronounce 
upon subjects in which the interests of the 
country are involved, and about which there 
is'a dispute with a foreign nation. An or- 
dinary citizen might say what he pleased 



about the Behring Sea dispute, but a ser- 
VAnt of the Government must not do or say 
anything to prejudice tho Ooverument's side 
of the case. Wo may think that Lieut. 
Sullivan was harshly treated, but tliero can 
ba no doubt tlut ho acted imprudently and, 
considering his position, disloyally. Yet, 
his offence was light compared with that of 
County Crown Attorney Myers and Lieut. 
MaoDonald. Still, both these men expect 
to got the sympathy of their fellow subjects. 
We aro ghid to see that the general opinion 
all over Canada is that tliey were both 
treated exactly ns they deserved. 

A DISGRACEFUL THAFFJG. 

It is alleged that a kind of slave trade is 
being carried on by some enterprising 
Americans between tho (Jilbcrt Islands, in 
tho Pacific Occiin, and Guatemala. A ship 
was sent to thosa Islands fully equipped for 
the trade. Tho natives were, on oue pre- 
tence and another, prevailed upon to sign 
contracts to serve five years at a very low 
rate of wages. One of tho ways resorted to 
of getting a cargo of islanders was pecu- 
liarly cruel. Boys were prevailed upon to 
go on board the ship and when there were 
coaxed to enter into an engagement to work 
in Central America. When their parents 
heard of what they had done they hastened 
to the ship presumably with tho intention 
of getting their children tu come back. But 
the slave dealer was resolute and insisted 
upon tho lads carrying out their 
agreement, and the 'parents, rather 
tlian permit them to go among strangers 
alone, alio ehtered into an agreement to 
serve five years in Guatemala. When the 
ves3el arrived there, the planters naturally 
objected to taking so many persons who 
were not able to du hard work. The trader 
then ollcred to hand the old and tho 
very young passengers over , to the pur- 
chasers of the able-bodied laborers for 
nothing. It is said tlmt these poor people 
were very badly treated on bo.ird al:ip — 
they wore not aulliciently fed, and 
thoy were kept in the most filthy condition. 
When tho contract laborers or slaves get to 
their deatination the mortality among them 
ia said to be frightful. Of a shipload of 
■100 Gilbert Islanders who were taken 
to Guatemala a short time ago only one 
hundred and eighty are now alive. 

If tho half that is euiil of this trafiic in 
human beings is true, it ia a most horrible 
one, and one that no nation calling itself 
Christian should permit. The pour people 
who are thus barbarously treated are un- 
able to lake their own part. They are too 
ignorant of tho ways of civilized men and 
their institutions to take tho proper means 
to compel thoir captors to do thom justice. 
Humane parsons in the United States and 
elsewhere ought to take measures to put a 
stop to tho trade at once and forever. Tho 
last vessel which took a load of these South 
Sea Island slaves to America was the Monl- 
sorrat, which is, we believe, owned by 
merchants in San Francisco. 

RAPID TRANSIT. 

The usefulness ot the Canadian Pacific 
Railway to tho Empire is again made appar- 
ent by tho ease and rapidity with which 
parts of tho crews of three war ships on 
this station will bo sent to Great Britain 
and their places supplied by men from Bog- 
land, juat landed at Halifax. , Upwards of 
four hundred ofEcers and men aro being 
taken across the continent rapidly and com- 
fortably. In little more than seven days 
after leaving Vancouver they will be in Hal- 
ifax, and the men coming this way will bo 
conveyed to their ships just aa speedily. It 
would be quite possible, by means of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, to convey the 
men from the Puaifio Coast to Liverpool in 
sixteen or eighteen days. If tho Canadian 
Pacific had not been built tho vessels carry- 
ing the sailors both ways would hare to go 
round by Cape Horn. Thus a long and a 
dangerous voyage is saved, and the expense 
of eirccting the transfer must be very con- 
siderably diminished. If tho nation were 
engaged in war the s.iving of time would, it 
is probable, make all the difference between 
failure and Buocesa. Every year the im- 
portance of tho Canadian Pacific to tho 
Empire is becoming more %Dd more apparent. 

A MEAN APPEAL. 

■Tames ( !. Blaine has had what is denom- 
inated by his countrymen a "close call." 
He lias been for uonie considerable lime on 
the verge of the grave, and iui:i liail ample 
opportunity to rtllect upon tho foolishuesa 
and the wickedness of the schemes and de- 
vices of political tricksters. But we eco 
that ho is still unreformod and unrepentant. 
A few days ago ho made a polilic il speech 
at a jila'ui c illod White l'lain:i. There were, 
it i:p| eii.i, inireeonciled and irreconeilablo 
Irishmen among his audience, and ho know 
that his speech would bo rood bj many of 
the Irish haters of Great Britain in the 
Stains, so he could not resist the temptati(n 
of aiipcaliiig to them to vote against the 
side which ia supposed to bo favored by 
their "former oppressors." There ia 
an impression in tho United States 
thikt England favors Cleveland be- 
ovuse his views the trade question 
are in accordance with those held by the 
majority of Englishmen. It was evidently 



the object of Mr. Blaine to deepen this 
impression, and he also descended to. the 
stale trick of appealing to hatreda and 

antipathies which have become traditional. 
No man knows bstter than Mr. Bhiino that 
the Irish people are not now oppressed by 
the English Government. He his seen that 
it is tho desire ;of politicians of all parties in 
Oreal Britain to treat Ireland with some- 
thing more than justice. Tho opponents of 
Homo Rule aro not tho enemiea of Ireland 
and tho Irish. Tlioy have been uccuficd of 
conferring favors on the Irish which they 
ha^'s denied to the people , of England and 
Scotland. Knowing that Ireland now,' so fur 
from being oppressed by tho linglish, ia 
potted by them, Mr. Blaine was mean 
enough and dishonest enough to appeal to 
a Imtred eiigondeieil liy a policy which has 
long .since been abandoned by Groat Britain 
and to speak of the English as if thoy wore 
still tho oppressors of Ireland. It ia hard 
nob to feel a contempt for a man who, what- 
ever his talents may be, ia ready in order to 
gain a tomiiorory party advantngo to pur- 
sue so nnprinicipled a cuiirso as to aid in 
perpetuating and strengthening a hatred 
which he knows to be undeserved.

LoKDOir, Oct. 20. — Lord Salisbury oontri- 

butea to the National Review a lively chap- 
ter on the much discussed (jueaticn of "How 
far tho Premier can got over tho rulling of 
the Houuo of Lords, by tho creation of new 
Peers." Lord Salisbury ridicules the 
threat which haa been made on behalf of 
the Liberals, from time to time, of s-<vamp- 
ing tho Upper Houao this way in order 
to have Homo Rule. Ho boldly declarea 
that if tho attempt is made tho Houso 
of Lords will refuse 'to Job tho peers 
sib or voto, as similarly created 
lords havo been refused heretofore. 
Tho Conservative leader goes on to urguo 
that the Houso of Lords can bo coerced in 
the manner proposed only at a time when 
tlio alato of national feeling ia overwhelm- 
ing in favor of the policy advocated by tho 
House of Commona against that favored by 
the Lords. In bueh times the upper houao 
must neeeasiirily yield sooner or later, but 
tho present does not strike Lord Salisbury 
aa auch a time. Looking back upon the 
laat elections, ho faila to see any 
evidence of auch u prepondoranco of feeling 
in support of the Gladatono policy as would 
warrant tho House ot Lords in waiving their 
conviciioDH on the subject. li.irring tho 
pocket borougha controlled by Archbishop 
Walah, ho avers that tho West and Soutii 
of Ireland ia opposed to Homo Rule, ami 
that lOngland is indilVerent on the point. 

Turning to thu abatract consiilerationa 
presented by hia theme. Lord Salisbury 
expreasea tlio belief that Fngland ia in need 
of greater accuiily than sho now pcasessos 
againat hasty rcvisioiia of her conatitulioii. 
She ia more ha/, irdously situated iu this 
respect, he thinks, than almoat any other 
democratic nation. To support this conten- 
tion, be ipiotea from the provisions of the 
fifth article of tho American constitution of 
1787, and from the conatitutiona of Holland, 
Norway, Sweden, (Jrccco and Switzerland, 
All of these provisions, lie says, sho'.v that 
tho framers of these instruments were pro- 
foundly impressed with the belief that a 
change of constitutional law was ono of tho 
moat momentous acts of a nation. In Eng- 
land there is no such written safeguard, but 
in the Honse of Iiords alone reposes the 
power of securing the right of being hon- 
estly consulted and of having its voice 
faithfully obeyed in respect to tho pro- 
posala for such a great project as a fun- 
damental change in tho framework of the 
Empire, In tbia respect Lord Salisbury 
quoted from hia own ori'.;iiial apeeoh to re- 
fute Mr. (iladatono'a charge, taken from 
tho American Review, that he in the speech 
referred to compared Irishmen to Hottentots.

The Kootenay Lake Bednction Com- 
pany Rapidly Fashing: Ahead 
in That Seotion. 



The Only Thing Now Needed is Trans- 
portation and That is 
Coniinc 

Dr. Hendryx, who ia just down from Pilot 
Bay and thO' Ivootcnay country, reports a 
very favorable condition of adairs in that 
section. 

" The country," says ho, " has been 
steadily coming to the front for some years, 
but tlio last year and this liavo been more 
than ordinarily good. Wlien I say tliis, I 
do not refer to any ono place, but to tlie en- 
tire district. The difliculty has been that 
tho money for dnveloping the country bos 
been brought in from the outside, and this 
is necessarily a slow way to get ahead, but 
that is the early liistory of most mining 
countries. Now ihnt tlio region itiicif ia 
beginning to produce tliere will bo much 
more rapid (jrogrcsa in tliu future. 

" Tho thing most needed now ia better 
• transporkatiun. The country haa been kept 
back on account of a lack of moans for 
getting its productions to the world. We 
have hope that the O.P.B. will construct 
through tho Crow's Nest pass, ond this, 
with the Great Northern connections, and 
tho Nelson and Fort Sheppard road, \vi!l 
when completed pub U8 in fairly good shape 
m far as transportation is concerned. 

" Tho ores of the region oround Pilot 
Bay arc mostly combinations of lead and 
silver in the form of galena ; they will run 
from $50 per ton upward, with about '25 
per cent, lead as an average. The veins are 
well defined, and nearly all improve with 
depth ; there ia no such thing as 'pinoh- 
iug out ' with them. 

" The Kootenay L'lko Pcduotion Com- 
pany have thuir works located on Pilot Bay, 
wliich ia really tho centre of the district. 
There is splendid wharfage and the most 
favorable surroundings. 1'hore are 'JOO feet 
of wharves in connection willi tho ameltar, 
and the company havo now erected a uinc- 
rooinod ofiico building containing fire proof 
vaults and an assay ollice, 'J.'i.x.'jO, with a 
wing, 25x2.5. These aro in hrick and iron, 
and ore very- substantial. Tliero aro also a 
warehouse, .'J,jx05 foot, a blacksmith shop, 
21x40 feot, a carpnnter shop, 2lx,">() foet, 
two stories ; a. boiler house, 'ISxTiO feet, 
and the smelter building, 00x08 feet. 

"Tho SBmpling works are 98x128 foot, 
and theoaloining furnaooa are located in a 
building 98x170 feet.

The beat way is for 
tliosQ intereslod in this region to come up 
and see for themselves. This is all that is

To TiiK KniTOR: — Without wishing to 
detract in tho least from any honor duo to 
Bishop Hills for liis long period of scrvie 
in British Columbia, it would bo well if liis 
friends, in discuasing affairs relating to 
Christian services, should be accurate and 
correct in their statements. At tho meet- 
ing yesterday Major Dupont is reported as 
hiving said, "that Bishop Hills was, in 
fact, the pioneer of Christianity here." 

From niy personal knowledgu such a state- 
ment ia not in accordance with facts. 
When I came to Victoria in ISfil I found 
the Roman Catholic Bishop Demera, and 
tlie Rev. Mr. Staines, Churoh of I'^ngland 
Chaplain to the Hudson's Bay company, both 
here, and after the unfortunate drowning of 
Mr. Staines ho waa succeeded by tho Rev. 
now Bishop Cridge in 18i35, These men 
were the pioneers of Christianity here and 
did their Hhaie in keeping alight the torch 
of truth and light. 

Bishop Hills arrived here, I think, in 
1850, and found the Anglican church fully 
established aud an earnest and sincere 
helper in the Rev, Edward Cridge. He also 
found a comfortable and coramodioui church 
here, erected under the direction of the late 
Sir James Douglas. Not, as stated at a 
previous church meeting, "that ho found 
no church hrre." The Bishop's friends 
ought to bear in mind that a man in his 
position cannot, jinsaibly desire any fake 
praise or passing (lattery.

To TiiK KniTOK :— A letter signed " Un- 
dertaker," which was published in your 
issue of Saturday, puts before US a number 
of decidedly unpleasant truths in a very 
forcible manner, and with the exception of 
a few "mossbkcks," who have not these 
thirty years been further from the city than 
I'^^cjuimalt, I think we must all agree with 
tho writer. 

One thing, however, ho might havo no- 
ticed and used to point a moral, and that is 
the extraordinary apathy of tho people 
here. All admit tho evils, none is willing 
to devote tho moat modest portion of liia 
time, or tho smalleat percentage cf hi-i in- 
come, to the rightinj; of them. 

I do not look upon the establishment of a 
chemical worl<a with pleasure, or even with 
((ualilied approval; hut, upon my word, I 
believe that, a ring of chemical works, light 
round the city, would do les;< harm to the 
public health than the reeking James Bay 
llata or tlie Johnann alrfel .-iower. Indeed, 
suoli a ring iiiii.'ht jjnasibly do good, for the 
resulting ( ffliivia would at least lend a 
pleasing ami much needed varieiy to our 
smells, and op])osing armies of chemical 
niicrobea and sowerago microbes might an- 
nihilate each other, instead of one blasting 
tho vegetation and tho other giving ua 
zymotic diseases. 

Seriously, whether tho Emproas of Japan 
brought us the smallpox, or whether it 
evaded tho customs authorities and entered 
from other quarters, may bo matter for dis- 
pute, but there is no possible doubt that if 
the field had not been ripe for its reoeption 
and spread, it would never have obtained a 
foothold. 

Let us clean our streets and baokyarda, 
till up the flats, and complete the iiBwerugo 
syatom, and Viptoria will become what her 
natural advantages alone will never make 
her, the healtniest city on the Paoiiic 
Coast.

VICTORIA'S {SANITATION. 



Kovolatioiis as to the Unsanitary Con- 
dition of Chiniitowii, aud tho 
llemedies Sugrgfested. 



The Local Improvement IJy-law to be 
liJnfoi'ced and Pulilic Health 
Preserved. 



There was a very important meeting of 
the Board of Health yesterday morning at 
the city hall, presided over by Mayor Bea- 
ven. Some disappointment ;was. expressed, 
that arrangements had not been completed 
for tho taking over of the sewerage system 
from tho contractor, but it was decided 
that ns there would be no meeting of tho 
council that night (in consequence of tho 
Jubilee Hospital hall) tho Sanitary Eti- 
gineor bo re ijuestcd to havo his report ready 
tor presentation at Friday evening's meet- 
ing of tho Board of Aldermen. 

Tlie Board thou got down to business, 
among tho first auhjectato receive attention 
being the unsanitary condition of China- 
town, na revealed by tho statements appear- 
ing in tho Colonist. 

Several of tho aldermen expressed sur- 
prise that such a state of thinga could ex- 
ist in so thickly populated a section of the 
city, but the sanitary ofiicer detailed the 
diflicultiea which ho had to encounter 
There was practically no proper sys- 
tem of drainage in Chinatown, 
and aa tho district wua highly congealed, 
thero must ueoesaarily be a great deal there 
that could not be regarded as satisfactory. 
Tho Chinese, in many of their houses or 
dens, are crowded 12 or 15 together in rooms 
which, under the most favorable circum- 
stances, are but poor sleeping apartments 
for one or two. 

The town, in very many instances, ia 
reeking with filth, and no attempt appears 
to be made to have objectionable accumula- 
tions removed. In very many instances 
fowls share tho occupancy of tho ill-vonti- 
lated and dirty rooni.s, while tho yards aro, 
in the main, little less than caaapools. 

This atato of atfairB was made so apparent 
that tho hoard resolved on prompt action, 
and instructed the sanitary ofiicer to »n- 
forco the Public Health Act. He will mako 
a thorough inspection of the place and sum- 
mon those who fail to comply with the law. 
It is also conleuifilated to sewer Chinatown 
properly luidoi tlie provisions of the Local 
Improvement By-law, and it ia expected 
that within ono week from 'date plana will 
bo submitted for this very necessary work. 

'l"ho overcrowding of sleeping apartments 
will also receive attention, and the Chinese 
taught; a lesson in sanitation which cannok 
fail to lie productive of good results to them- 
selves and insure a greater degree of safety 
to the general public.

WILD CAMELS IN AMERICA. 



A Iloril of Moro T.'ian Sixty Itoamlng the 
Arizona Desrrt. 
The camels th.at were hroughl to this 
country before the war, to l)u used by 
our army as draft animals in the .le- 
serts of the southwest, are still to b<} 
seen — or rather their descendants tr 
roaming the sands of Arizona,' betvctien 
Yuma and Ehrenberp on the north and 
south and Wiekonburfjr and the Colorado 
river on the east and west. The herd 
has increased to more Hunt si.vty, al- 
though many of the animals have been 
taken aw.iy by circus men aud others 
liavc been killed: by, prospectors. As 
"ships of the desert" they were a fail- 
ure, the jiebijlcB and rocks of the foot- 
hills iiroving- loo hard on tlieir feet, 
which became so sore that I hey were 
iinally turned loose to shift for tlieni- 
selvcs. In those days there were no 
white men "to speak of in the region of 
the Arizona desert,' and the wanderers 
IkuI nothing' to fear from Indians, who 
.•.uperstitiouslj' g-ave them .i wide bei'th. 
N(jt so the prospectors when lliey came. 
Their high spirited little nnistungs were 
so often stampeded at the sight of the 
long-nocked aud nnwieldly beasts that 
the riders found it convenient to take ;v 
shot-iit them -wlipnevcr opportunity of- 
fered. A prospocitor, writing of his first 
experience with the expatriated ctimel, 
says: "We were coming throiit,''li a vast 
expanse of g-retise weinl, almc.ist ;is hi|-rh 
as niy hcail, when suddenly the li\irro 
.^lopped, raised his head, ami g.'ive a 
snort that could have been heard half a 
mile. I thought it must have hum 1 n- 
dians, and, throwng a cartridge into 
niy Winchester, took cover in the brush. 
IVering- over Die top of the wheels f 
soon saw the camels coining with their 
peculiar, .swinging trot, shov.ing only 
their heads and humps above the brtish. 
That biu-ro evinced more life than 1 had 
ever seen him show before, and I do not 
Ihinlc any horse in the country could 
h-.Lve outrun him. ^^y pack broke in 
the lirst oiu' hundred yanls, ;ind meat, 
bi-ans. eoiVee and tools were sctittered 
for livi^ miles. The camels went on Ihrir 
way, and it was several years until I 
saw them again, when one of them was 
captured and brought into Phoenix, 
when- it finally died." He thinks tho 
government might to take some steps 
to protect the ciimels against malicious 
injury by trappers aud prospectors. 



FUTURE SPEED OF STEAMERS. 



will I!o licgulatoil by tho .'Miitcrlal Out 
of Whleh Ships Arc liullt. 

It must be remembered that increased 
speed is not simply a question of more 
pi >wer. relatively to displacement, but 
that each shape of vessel litis a speed to 
which it is especially adapted, ;ind that 
any attempt to drive it beyond that 
speed would lead to a great expendi- 
ture of power with little useful i-esult, 
us the energy -would be chiefly ex- 
jiended in raising waves. It is found 
by experiment that for ordinary speeds 
the rcsistiuice of the water to tho pas- 
sage of the ship through it is propor- 
tioned ti.> the sijuare of the speetl, ttnd, 
;is the work to be done is eiqpl to the 
resistance multiplied by the velocity, it 
follows tliiit the power needed tojiropel 
a ship vtiries as the cube of tho spi'cil. 
For higher speeds it varies at a higher 
power than the cube, which can only 
be ascertained by experiments with 
actual ships or ■svith earcfuUy-preptired 
models. It can also he shown that the 
power required for propulsion varies 
appro.Kimatcly as the cube root of tho 
scinare of tlie displacement. 

These points must bo carefully re- 
meiiiln'red in considering the possibili- 
ties of still further increased speeds, 
and they show the necessity for increus- 
ing the size along with the speed. If 
anything like the present speed had 
been attempted with vessels of the si/.e 
whii'h were common on the Atlantic 
thirty or forty yetirs ago, the Scottish 
Iteview says, the si/.e of engines re- 
quired, and Iheextra expenses iiivolvi'd, 
W(juld have reduced the earning power 
of the ships very much, and possibly in 
many cases made it disappear, but re- 
membering the second of tho above 
mentioned points, iiaiiu ly, that the 
power required varies iis the cube root 
of the disphieeinent sciuured, it is evi- 
(lent tluit the propoi'tion of jiower to 
tonnage will decrease considerably as 
the sizes of the ships increase, and con- 
se(|ueiitly that it -will be more cco- 
nnmieal to propel a hirge ship at hig'lier 
spee<l than :i snnill one. 'I'he fntui-e 
(ievelopmeiit of Ihr sti';unsliip, how- 
ever, (leiiciidf; on cnnilit ions iibout 
which it is impossible to say anything 
very definite. The materials of con- 
struction have been cliangcd from 
wood to iron, and from that again to 
stetd. ^Ve cannot foretell the possibil- 
ities of bronze, manganese, aluminum 
aud other metal.s.

\Vasiiini;ton Citv, Oct. 'Jti. — Tho death 
in the White House of Mrs. Harrison makes 
the second case in the history of Jhe execu- 
tive mansion in which the wife' of a Presi- 
dent has died there. On September 10, 
1S1-, Leiitia Christian Tyler, the first wife 
of President Joliu Tjler, died in tlie White 
House. She entered it in delicate health, 
unable to perlorin the tocial duties of the 
place, but her deutli, nevertheless, came as 
a surprise and shock to tlio country. Tho 
tolling of tho church bidls on the following 
day announced lier def,.th, and the funeral 
services took luaco in tho east 
room. Two Presidents also liavo 
died in the White House. ^Villianl 
Henry Ifarrison, tho president's grand- 
father, ended his days there just one month 
afier his inauguration. Zaclmriah JTaylor, 
tlio old Mexicau war hero, also died in tho 
White House in July, IS.vO, the second year 
after hia inauguration. There have been a 
few other dciitlis in the building, of which 
two were members of tho president's family 
circle. Lincoln's little boy "Tad" died 
there, and so did Frederick Dent, Mrs. 
Griiut'H father. During President Arthur's 
administration tho call of death interrupted 
one of his New Vear day receptions. While 
tha reception was in progress the Uavraiian 
minister suddenly fell, and died in a very 
short time. 

Tlioiims Slnrr King. 

San Fka.ncisco, Oct. — Tlio brou/.o 
seatuo of Thomas Starr King, one of the 
most famous pioneer preacliers, erected at 
Golden Gate Park at u cost of about 1^18,- 
(KIO, was unveiled with appropriate cere- 
monies this afternoon. , The unveiling was 
performed by three grand-children of the 
famous orator. . 

PrepnrlUB Tor (he Funeral. 

W'A'^iliMiiTON, D.C., Oct. 2(!.— The mem- 
bers of tho cabinet now in the city met at 
the Statu Department this moruiiig to make 
arrangements for their attendance ut tho 
funeral of Mrs. Harrison. It was decided 
that tho cabinet sliouhl asstinblo at the 
Executive mansion o:i Thuisd.iy ut ih.'iU 
a.m., and act ii.s honorary pallbearers, with 
tho e-tception ot .Si-cretary Tracy, who li;is 
been r. (|uested to luniain in Washington to 
act fur the cabinet in case anytliing occurs 
during tlic absence of tho members. The 
ollici rs will accompany the funeral to 
iudianapolis. 

\S'ith the great flood of notes and cards 
ciiiio u comforting message from e.>c-,Secre- 
tury and Mrs. Hluiue. Natural delicacy on 
the part of the Prtsident prevents the pub- 
lication of this note, but it is said the word- 
ing anil Ecutiment aro aigniticant of the 
earnest sympathy such us would naturally 
be felt by tboae who have themselves lately 
pas.sed through the deep waters of alllic- 
tion. (Jiiecu Vicoria cabled as follows ; 
" I huvo heard with the deepest regret of 
your sad loss, and sincerely sympathize 
\vith yon in your grief." The Pope sent hia 
" lieurlfelt condolence." 

Another Btenmshlp Line. 

New York, Oct. 26.— Tho Atlas Steam- 
ship Line, an Knglisb corporation, uud 
which has enjoyed for years a monopoly 
of tho Colombo trade, running its line of 
ve.".sels from this port, is to liave a com- 
petitor in the shape of a new steamship 
line, which was organized to-day. Several 
New York shipowners aro at the bead of 
the new concern. When the new lino is 
fully established and its vessels are running 
regularly it will apply for the franchise for 
carrying the mails, and the vessels will lly 
tho American flag.

Lori.SVlI.l.H, Oct. L'G.— ,]. Alexander, of 
Paris, Ky., has sold to C Kastmaii, of New 
York, TOO head of cattio for S(jo,00O. The 
cattle were bought for tho Liverpool and 
London Ghiistinas markets, and the choiccbl 
ot tho animals will bo sent to Queen Vic- 
toria.

Union Telegraph Ginipaiiy stockholders to- 
day ratified the directors' resolution to in- 
crease the capit:-l stock by $13,800,000, 
msking it §100,000,000. 

Amerlraii I^.velusivonrKH. 
Ai.iiANV, N, Y., Oct. 20.— City Justice 
Franklin M. Danaher handed down an in- 
teresting opinion yesterday in denying the 
application of San ,Sepo, a Pnrine.so, for 
natiirulizilion papers. He holds that a 
native of liurmah, being neither a white 
alu'ii nor an alion of African niitivity, or a 
(jriaon of Afr ican descent, uannol be uatiir- 
aliz.'d iiiid admitted to become aei'.izeiiof 
the United Stale.''. Sepo has been in this 
country since he was 15, and is at present 
studying medicine in the Albany medical 
college, He intends remaining in this 
country.- '

Gay, was bad yesterday, and Schwartz was 
bound oVer to the November term of the 
Superior Court in the amount of $2,000. 

Rliiino IiilcrcMril. 

WAsiiiKtiTON' City, 0:;t. 20. — Postmaster- 
General Wanainaker spent an hour with e.x- 
Secrelary Ulaino this afternoon, and when 
interviewed aflerwaril said it was a purely 
liersonal visit. A portion of tho interview, 
NVananiaker continued, related to politics, 
ami Blaine will make up by his pen what he 
cannot do by'apeeoh. He is nursing a tem- 
porary affeotion of the throat. He is evi- 



dently greatly interested in tno re-election 
of Harrison, and is anxious that all his 
friends should know it, and he freely ox - 
presses the belief that Harrison will be 
elected. 

I'olyKniny UccIlnlnK. 
Washikgtok Citt, Got. 20. — Arthur L. 
Thomas, Governor of Utah, in his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Interior, says 
polygamy in tho territory is on the decline, 
He does not believe that any polygamous 
marriages have taken place during tho year 
with tho consent or permission of tho ^lor- 
mon leaders, and his conviction is that there 
is a sincere intention on the part of tho 
Mormon people not to approve or sanction 
polygamous marriage.? in future. It is to 
ho regretted that tho sincerity of tho wliolo 
people seeking to accomplish a great reform 
should be jilaced under a suspicion by the 
acta of a few, but such is tho case. Thero is 
sure to bo somo lapse of time and may bo 
years beforo the practice of unla\rful co- 
habitation will entirely cease. In regard 
to the adiiiission of Utah as a state, Gov- 
ernor Thomas Kays : It is my opinion, 
having duo consideration for the wishes and 
feelings of all, that between tlie two groat 
elements of population, Mormon niul non- 
Mormon, that ayni[)alhy, feeling and har- 
mony of ]iurpose does not exist which is 
esEcntial to the proiporiiy and happiness of 
the peoph: under sL.Uehood, yet it would be 
an act unworthy of justice and a great gov- 
crnineiit to turn a deaf ear to tho appeal of 
men who, in Utah, always upheld its au- 
ihurily uud obeyed its laws. 

Fire In Chluntown. 

San FltANCl.sco, Oct. 20.— Fire this morn- 
ing destroyed a third of a block in (.^liiiia- 
towii. Tho buildings wero occupied by 
Chinese merchants and restaurants ; there 
wero also several lodging houses. Tho loss 
is estimated at between SUO,000 and 570,- 
000. It is believed that several Chinese 
pi rishrd in tho llaines, and the firemen are 
searcliing for tho bodies.
